PLANNING COMMISSION 
RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 28 th March , 1970 

No. A * 46011/1/70-^d/NnJ, — The Fourth Plan incorporates 
various special programmes of large magnitude (a) for the 
benefit of the weaker sections of the rural population, (b) for 
the development of dry, arid and other areas of defined cate- 
gories, and fc) for the creation generally of larger opportuni- 
ties of development- oriented rural employment. Thus there 
arc Plan programmes totalling Rs, 115 crores for (i) small 
but potentially viable farmers, and (ii) sub-marginal farmers, 
agriculture labour and rural artisans. Both these are in the 
Central sector. There arc provisions of Rs. 15 crores for 
area development schemes and Rs. 20 crores for dry land 
farming. In addition, a total non -Plan outlay of Rs. 10U 
crores is expected to b© available over the next four years for 
an integrated and purposive programme of rural works In 
chronically drought-affected areas, It is important that these 
and similar programmes should be viewed as an Integrated 
whole and executed efficiently and without delay. While the 
administrative responsibility for the programmes will of course 
rest with the State Governments and Union Ministries con- 
cerned, their successful execution will involve a considerable 
measure of coordination in the formulation and implementa- 
tion of the schemes as well as in their periodical review and 
evaluation. Since a number of departments and more than 
one Ministry arc involved at the Union level, besides all the 
Slate Governments and Union Territories at other levels, the 
responsibility for planning, coordination and evaluation will 
naturally, to a large extent, be that of the Planning Commis- 
sion. Accordingly, the Government of India have decided to 
set up in the Planning Commission a Central Committee for 
Coordination of Rural Development and Employment com 
sisting of —
